Tap- 
ing your fingers to reduce the 
mobility of the painful points 
while you type is fine pro- 
vided you don't tape them so 
tight you cut down on the 
circulation. At other times 
you should move the painful 
joints to prevent permanent 
stiffness. 


Q—Is it possible to have 


arthritis of the stomach or the 
head? 


A—No. Arthritis is an in- 


flammation of the joints. Most 
persons with this disease have 
no stomach for it. If they have 
it in the head it would more 
properly be called arthritis of 
the jaw. 


Q—Will drinking cranberry 


juice benefit arthritis? If not, 
is there any food or drink 
that will? Is it harmful to eat 
citrus fruits if you have arth- 
ritis? 


A—No to all three ques- 


tions. Beneficial results from 
vinegar, h o n e y , cranberry 
juice or what have you is a 
bit of wishful thinking that 
pops up with a regularity that 
is amazing in view of the fact 
that it is groundless. A per- 
son with arthritis should, like 
everybody else, get a well- 
balanced diet.

asking for a seven-point reform 
in the pro setup. They are 
threatening to boycott the PGA 
National 
Championship 
next 


month in Denver if their de- 
mands are not met. 


Max 
Elbin 
of Washington, 


D.C., president of the PGA, in- 
slsts the players' demands are 
unrealistic and adds: "'Ve can- 
not give In on all of these points 
and keep our position," 


Gardner Dickinson, a member 


of 
the 
four-man tournament 


committee, said he did not know 
how many players would attend 
tbe PGA meeting. 


'"Ve have asked the PGA offi- 


cials to meet with us to hear our 
side and they have refused," 
Dickinson said. "We might as 
well demand that all the 5,800

The PGA is composed of more 


than 5,800 professionals, of 
which only about 200 are play, 
ing members. 


For years the playing pros 


have said the PGA has too 
much authority in running the 
tour and that the players them- 
selves do not have a strong 
enough voice. 


Essentially they are demand- 


Ing elimination of the executive 
committee's veto power in all 
policy decisions and the right of 
the players to schedule tourna* 
ments, conduct television con- 
tracts and hire and fire tourna- 
ment personnel. 


The PGA says the players, in 


essence, have these rights now, 
although the tournament pro- 
gram is run out of the PGA 
headquarters in Palm Beach 
Gardens, Fla,, with Creasy as 
the director. 


Dickinson said most of the 


players preferred to remain in 
the PGA, but felt they bad a 
rigfit to run the tour. "B Is our 
show," Dickinson said, "We 
dpn't think the club profession- 
als should tell us how to run it."

Stokely Carmichael to "play it 
cool." 


He spoke to the crowd at a 


nearby church and said police 
have "got us surrounded to- 
night, so we'll just walk around 
and play it cool." 


However, the group of about 


350, mostly teen-agers, rushed 
into the shopping center area 
and began to throw rocks and 
bottles at store fronts and police 
cars. 


It was the third straight night 


of violence in the area. Police 
finally restored order by firing 
shotguns and pistols into the air. 
Some climbed to the roofs of the 
stores to keep better watch on 
the demonstrators. 


At least two persons were in- 


jured, including John Casserly,

Broadcasting 
Co. 


newsman, and eight were arrest- 
ed. 


Carmichael was not spotted in

Prospects for a U.S-Soviet sum* 
tnlt meeting were fading fast 
today after Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin reportedly turned down 
an invitation from 
President 


Johnson to come to Washington. 


Administration 
officials in 


Washington said Kosygin sent 
word to Johnson that he had 
come to the United States for 
the U.N.'s emergency session on 
the Middle East and not for the 
purpose of visiting American 
authorities. 


Kosygin's 
message, 
sent 


through 
diplomatic channels, 


said the Soviet chief therefore 
was unable at this time to ac- 
cept Johnson's offer to meet at 
the U.S. capital or a nearby 
place like Camp David, Md., 
White Sulphur Springs or Hot 
Springs, Va., the U.S. officials 
said. 


This still left the way open for 


a summit site elsewhere and 
Johnson's invitation presumably 
still stood. But with Johnson 
preferring not to journey to the 
United Nations area to call on 
Kosygin, and Kosygin prefer- 
ring not to leave it, the outlook 
for their meeting diminished as 
time grew short. 


The Soviet leader arrived in 


New 
York Saturday morning 


and had been expected to stay 
through 
next 
weekend. Now 


there are reports he may return 
to Moscow in a couple of days. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 


arrived Monday night with the 
avowed purpose of meeting with 
the various foreign dignitaries 
attending the U.N. General As- 
sembly's special session. 


Rusk 
had no appointments 


immediately in sight today. If 
Kosygin does depart shortly, he 
may leave Foreign Minister An- 
drei A. Gromyko behind for 
talks with Rusk and others.

terest ranging from the Middle 
East crisis to Vietnam and dis- 
armament. Johnson and Kosy- 
gin have never met face-to-face. 


But 
other 
factors-mainly 


linked to prestige and tactics- 
have been keeping them apart. 


Kosygin from the start has 


conducted his trip as a visit to 
the United Nations as an inter- 
national meeting place, not as a 
journey to America. He is lead- 
ing the Soviet drive to woo the 
Arabs by pushing for U.N. con- 
demnation of Israel. 


U.S. officials believe Kosygin
